Edwin R. “Eddie” Kimball 
Head Coach 


Hadie Kimball, prefessor of physicel educatien, director of athletics 
and head conch, has e mien that suggests he likes being “ene of the boys." 
His fTiondly,ready amile is one of Zhe many attributes that make him 
pepular with his colleagues, players, end friends. Love of the football 
gome has garnished Eddie's 10 years of Brigham Young University football. 
He coached for six years and has o coaching recori of 21 games won, 15 lost, 
ond 6 tied. He ‘was given a four-year military leave from 1942-1946, during 
which time he wos the first physical training and military training officer 
for Commander Fleet Aviation on the west coast; was in charge of physical, 
military, survivel, recreation, and welfare for oll Naval Avietien from San 
Diego through the Aleutien Islends, and in the Pacific Qcean; and was stoff 
officer for Cemmander Air Force, Pacific Fleet. 


Before succeeding G. Ott Remney in 1937 as Head Coach end Director of 
Athletics ot Brigham Young University, Hidie built « reputable record in 
competitive athletics there. He hed been active in four sports ct Jordan 
Fygh School, Sandy, Utah. They were no less than the “Big Four," cond Eddie 
won letters in each. On the Cougar teams of 123, '2h, ond'25, he played 
regular end and was captain of the 1925 grid team. 


Hadie groduated from B.Y. U. in 1926, with o degree in Accounting ond 
business, ani o minor in Physicul Education. He began coaching at Millard 
County High School and produced three winning teams. Next, as coach at 
Joni High, he developed three state footbell chempionship teams from 1931 
to 1935, one of which went on to become Southwest champions. It wes in 1934 
that he received a Master's Degree in Physical Mucctian ot the University 
cf Southern Celifornia.

Floyd came to Brighem Young University as 2 student in 1931, from Gile 
College, Thatcher Arizona, Here he starred in basketbell, football, and track, 
winning honors in oll, including selection to on all-conference basketball 
team, After graduating in 1933, he corched atWavis High School, Kaysville, 
Utah, and produced great football teams, and in.1937, 1 state championship 
basketball team, Sinco '37, he hes came through with two track end field chrmap- 
ionship teams in the Western Division of the Mountain Stetes Conference. 


Floyd received on MS. degree at the University of Southern Colifornia 
in 1939, and did graduate work ot B.Y,U., U.S.A.C., and U.S.C. He hes been 
on the B.Y.U. gthletic staff for spproximately nine years, and is now Assistant 
Professor of Physical Bducation, mi Coach of Basketball and Track.
